A Proclamation Prohibiting the Importation of divers Foreign VV ares 
and Merchandizes into this Realm of England, and the Dominion of Wales, and Sale thereof, 
and to Repreſs the Exceſs of Gilding of Coaches and Chariots. |

FB =X== ers by ſeveral Acts of Parliament made in the times of Our P2edecelſo2s (that 
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is toſay ) in the Firſt pear of King Richard the Third, in the Third year of Ring 
Edward the Fourth, in the Nineteenth ycar of Bing Henry the Seventh, and in 
the Fifth year of Queen Eſizabeth, it is Enacted ( amongl(t other things) That 
no Merchant, Denizen, noꝛ Stranger, noꝛ other perſon ſhall bzing, ſend o2 con- 
vey from beyond the Sea into this Dur Realm of England, oz Dominion of 
Wales, any Laces, Bibbonds, Fringes, Pmbzoidery, Laces of Silver oz of 
Gold, Hats, Bnives, Scifſers, Painted Clare, Caskets, Popnts, 
Gloves, Locks, o2 Bꝛuſhes to be uttered and ſold within Dur ſaid Realm of 
Y England, 02 Dominion of Wales, by way of Merchandize, upon pain to fozteit the 
ſame Wares and Merchandizes, as often as they map be found in the hands ol any 
perſon oz perſons to be ſold, the one half of the ſaid Fozteitures to go to the uſe of Our Self, and the other 
halt to any of Dur Subjects that ſhall firſt ſeize the ſame, the which to do, they are thereby Authoꝛized. 
And whereas complaint hath been to Us made by the Artificers in this Dur Realm of England ( as well 
within Our City of London, as within other Dur Cities, Towns, andBozonghs ) that notwithſtanding 
the laid Statutes, and the Penalties therein contained, Foꝛeign Clares and Merchandizes of the ſoꝛts atoze- 
ſaid ( amongſt others) have of late been bꝛought from beyond the Seas in great abundance, and ſold within 
this Our Kealm ol England and Dominion of Wales, whereby the ſaid Artificers and their Families are not 
only utterly impoveriſhed, the youth not trained up in the ſaid Sciences, and thereby the ſaid Faculties, and 
the exquiſite Knowledge thereof, like in ſhoꝛt time, within this Our Realm to decay, but divers of Our 
Citics and Towns are thereby much impaired, the whole Realm greatly endamaged, and Fozeign Conn- 
tries much enriched ; We with the Advice of Dur Pꝛivy Countel, ont of Our Pꝛintelp tare ofthe Artificers 
oi this DurRealm, inthe ©ciences afozelaid, to whom We reſolve to give all good encouragement, they 
being nothing inferiour to Foꝛeigners (although (as Cle cannot but take notice) Our Subjects are too in⸗ 
(linable to a p2eference of Foꝛeign Manufactures betoze Dur owon) and fo2 pꝛevention of like miſchicts fox 
the time to tome, have thought fit by this Dur P2oclamation to revive the notice and memoꝛp of the ſaid Acts 
of Parliament, and the Penalties therein contained, to the end that all perlons which are o2 ſhall be therein 
concerned, map not be able to pꝛetend ignoꝛante of their dangers oꝛ duties touching the pꝛemilles: And do al- 
ſo by like Advice by this Dur P2octamation ſtreightly Charge and Command all Þerchants, as well De- 
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arr GAY Ot BU er PITECNS WEGHCEDEY, not to pꝛelume at any time hereafter to bring, ſend -

which (it they do) they muſt expect, with the nttermolt ſeverity) to be inflitted upon them. And loꝛ that end 


le do hereby ſtecightly Charge and Command all Searchers, Waiters, and all other Dur Officers and 
Þinilters whatlocver (upon the foꝛfeiture oftheir Offices and Plates, and luch other penalties, as loꝛ their 
negligentes oꝛ connivances map by Law be inficted upon them / to uſe their uttermoſt care and diligence to 


dilcover all Foꝛeign Cares and Merchandi ze aboveſaid, o2 others by the ſaid Acts of Parliament, o2 any 


other pꝛohibited, which ſhall be Jmpoꝛted from beyond the Sea into this Our Bingdom of England oꝛ Domi- 
nion ot Wales, contrary to the laid Nets oꝛ any of them and to ſeize the ſaid Cares and Merchandi zes to Dur 


ule, to the end ſuch pꝛoteedings may be thereupon had, as ſhall be agreeable to the ſaid Acts. And Cle do 


hereby require the Chici Baron and Barons of Our Publique Exchequer, and all other Dur Judges and Mi⸗ 
niſters or Juſtite what ſocver, that they be very careful (as occaſion ſhall require) to put Our Lavos in due 
and eftectual execution againſt thoſe which ſhall offend in the pꝛemilles. 

And whereas divers Acts of Parliament have been made {oz the reſtraint ofthe waſting of Gold by Gild- 
ing, upon great Penalties, notwithſtanding which Acts, TITGttoingot Coaches in and about Our City 
of London, and elſewhere in Dur Bealm of England, and Dominion of \\ ales, is grown into frequent and 
exceſſive uſe, to the great waſting and expenſe of Gold, whercol by this means (amongſt others) there is a 
great [carcity > Ie out of Dur Royal Care to pꝛevent this exceſſe and miſchiet foꝛ the time to come, Do (by 
like Advice ot Our Privy Conncel ) by this Dur Proclamation ſtreightly Charge and Command all makers 
of Coaches and jzariots, and all others which ſhall put to ſale any Coaches oz Chariots within this Our 
Realm of England, and Domihion of Walcs, that they do not hereafter Gild any Coaches o2 Chariots, oꝛ 
cauſe the lame to be Gilded, noꝛ ſell oz expoſe the ſame to ſale, being Gilded in any part thereof (extept 
onely ſich Coaches o2 Chariots as are oꝛ ſhall be p2ovided foꝛ the uſe of Us oz Dur Royal Family, and ercept- 
ing Coats of Arms upon other Toaches 7 upon ſach Pains and Prnalties to be inflicted upon the offenders, 
as are by Dur Laboes and Statutes in ſuch caſe pꝛovided.
